DEM ONSTRATES: 


that union collective bargain­ 
ing is unfair to both employers 
and employees when workers 
who art' fully satisfied with 
jobs can be ordered by union 
leaders to quit work. 


that employers, legally respon­ 
sible for their acts, should not 
be expected to make contracts 
with unions which shun cor­ 
porate existence and have no 
legal responsibility for observ­ 
a n t of contracts. 
In many 
mills having union contracts, 
workers have been called out 
despite non-strike clauses in 
the contracts. 


The strike is an effort to use force to compel 
the government to revise a code, regardless of 
the economic merit of the demands made. 


The textile industry was the very first to sit 
voluntarily in the now famous N. R. A. “part­ 
nership 
of government, industry and labor 
and make a code. 


Under that code the cotton textile increase 
in hourly wage rate has been 70 per cent — 
the average for all manufacturing in the United 
States 29 per cent. Weekly earnings ol c otton 
textile workers increased 23 per cent; in all 
manufacturing the increase was 12 per cent. 
The cost of living during the same time in­ 
creased 8 per cent. 


Further Demands Unwarranted 
The cotton union demands of an hourly wage 
increase of 33 I 3 per cent is in dire c t opposi 
tion to the conclusions of a recent study of the 
industry by N. R. A. This government report 
said: 


“Under existing conditions, there is no 
factual or statistical basis for any gen­ 
eral increase in 
Cotton 
Textile Code 
wage rates. * Y * Y * except at cost of 
lessened demand and fewer opportuni­ 
ties for employm ent.” 


Thus the textile union demands that tha gov­ 
ernment order the employers to make changes 
which an official government report says is un 
warranted, which the government says would 
decrease employment, anc] which is already 
covered in a bargaining code with the govern­ 
ment. 


If codes can thus be amended by force in­ 
stead of reason, the whole theory of industrial 
self-government and industry-labor partner­ 
ship for recovery, under governmental direc­ 
tion, will collapse. 


If the government discards economic merit 
and compels code revision under union intimi­ 
dation, it is possible that present cod is will br 
abandoned, and that new codes will not be 
voluntarily proposed by industry— that gov­ 
ernment will have to impose control over all in­ 
dustry or abandon efforts at voluntary indus­ 
trial self-government.

Men w h o se agricu ltu ral e x p e rien ce 
is lim ited to feed in g p igeon s in N ew 
York parks, have affected to reg im en t 
and lim it agricu ltu re, have s la u g h te r ­ 
ed 6,000,000 pigs and 2,300,000 cattle, 
and have p low ed under ten s and h u n ­ 
dreds of m illio n s of agricu ltu ral prod­ 
ucts. In order to pay for th is d e str u c ­ 
tion and for future n on -produ ction of 
products, a so -ca lled "processing" tax 
h as been levied, w h olly without a u ­ 
thority of law , u n less C o n g ress has 
the right to abd icate to an official of 
the G overn m en t the pow er to decide 
upon the am o u n t and subject m atter 
of taxes, and the distrib u tion of the 
proceeds.

A gricu ltu ral produe ts 
have in creased 28% since Jan u a ry 1st, 
and all food products 22.2%.

rigors of th e H igh Cost of Living. 
T h e p ro cessin g tax is a direct bur­ 
den upon all c o n su m er s of the n e c e s ­ 
saries of life, to the ex ten t of $370,- 
000,000. for 
tile first six m o n th s 
of 
1934, w hich, by the end of tile year, 
will reach at least $740,000,000. 
Tile 
lo m illion s 
of c o n su m e r s 
in 
P en n sy lv a n ia will pay nearly 65 m il­ 
lion s of the $740,000,000. 
T hat h u ge 
sum , a lm o st w holly u n dim inished by 
b on u ses paid to P en n sy lv a n ia n s, w ill 
be taken ou t of P en n sy lv a n ia — tile life 
blood of P en n sy lv a n ia ind ustry, e s s e n ­ 
tial to the co n tin u a n ce of p resen t jobs 
and the creation of additional work. 
T h is is a direct and terrib le burden 
upon the w a g e-ea rn ers of the C om ­ 
m on w ealth . 
They are taxed not for 
the gen eral w elfare, but so that their 
m oney can 
be used to pay a g r ic u l­ 
tu rists in other S ta te s for d estro y in g 
or for 
non -production, s o as to in ­ 
crease the prices which the citizen s 
of P en n sy lv a n ia have to pay for their 
n ecessaries. 
It is the m ost iniqu itou s 
form of a sa le s tax, b ecau se it is p la c­ 
ed upon the n e c essa rie s of life instead 
as well upon the luxu ries. 
All are in terested in th e revival of 
industry and the return of prosperity. 
T he trend w as upward m on th s before 
the N ovem ber election. S in ce then it 
has been arrested in this cou n try but 
co n tin u es upw ard in Great B ritain and 
Chnada, w h ere they have not fallen 
for 
the so c ia listic 
and 
collectiv istic 
program put in force in this country. 
H ow can b u sin ess revive, w h en tho 
b u sin ess m an can have no a ss u r a n c e 
a s to fu tu re taxes, additional in terfer­ 
en c e 
and 
com petition from G o v ern ­ 
ment, 
in d u strial 
peace or even 
tho 
future va lu e of the dollar? 
John F isk e w rote about the critical 
period of A m erican history. The p r e s­ 
ent crisis in G overnm ent ap p roaches 
the 
catastrop hic. 
Let 
us 
p reserve 
the rem n ant of our lib erties by c a llin g 
a halt 
upon this orgy of borrow ing 
and 
sp en d in g and inflating

terference.

T h is is no tim e to do h om age lf) a m ­ 
biguous fine p h rases of lip serv ice to 
the C onstitution. T his is no tim e for 
further flights from reality. 
T h is is 
the tim e to face the facts. Our liberty 
and secu rity are in gra v est jeopardy 
from vio la tio n s of com m on right and 
from 
govern m en tal 
interferen ce 
and 
com petition 
with 
industry. 
Let 
us 
join In o p p osin g and d efeatin g th ese 
attack s and in p reservin g our 
heri­ 
tage 
of A m erican 
liberty 
and in d e­ 
pendence for 
our 
child ren 
and our 
children's children.
